The peptides of SEQ ID No. 1 ,5, 9 are novel and unobvious over the prior art of 
record or any combination thereof. Prior art does not teach or suggest the peptides or 
use thereof. The closest prior art, US 5856171 teaches longer Bax polypeptides 
comprising SEQ ID Nos. 1 but not the peptides of exact sequences as claimed. 

Claims 33-37,42-44 are directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the 
procedures set forth in the Official Gazette notice dated March 26, 1996 (1184 O.G. 86), 
claims 38-41 , directed to the process of using the patentable product, previously
